7s. In 1991 campaign, there was a court case challenging the holding of a 
special election, brought by a Republican primarily against the Republican 
State Committee. My committee or I may have been’made a party. The holding 
of the special election for Senate, to fill the MAeaPLEEO* term of the late 
Senator. John Heinz was upheld. 


Also in 1991 campaign, the Republican state committee complained to the 
Federal Election Commission about the Democratic State Committee's decision 
to time the effective date of its selection of me as Senate candidate to coin- 
cide approximately with the Republican Commitee's date for. its nominee, in each - 
case the dates to be the equivalent of a primary (which was not held, pursuant 
to state law authorizing state committees to select the nominee in special 
elections). The point at issue was the collection of up-to-$1,000 contributions 
as "primary" contributions, which my committee did through the date designated 
by the Democratic State Committee, parallel to what the Republican Committee 
was doing.

HARRIS LLEWELLYN WOFFORD, JR., 407 01d Gulph Road, Bryn 
Mawr, Pennsylvania (PA), telephone number (610) 525-7248, was 
advised of the official identity of the interviewing agent. 
WOFFORD was informed that the purpose of the interview was to 
ensure that complete, current, and accurate information is 
available concerning WOFFORD, so that the FEDERAL BUREAU OF 
INVESTIGATION (FBI) can conduct a thorough background 
investigation of WOFFORD for the position with the federal 
government for which he is being considered. WOFFORD was advised 
that the FBI does not participate in the decision making process 
regarding his appointment and that his answers should reflect his 
entire adult life (since his 18th birthday). WOFFORD provided 
the following information: 


WOFFORD reviewed a copy of his Questionnaire for 
Sensitive Positions (For National Security) (Form SF-86), which 
he had previously completed, signed and dated, April 21, 1995. 
Each of WOFFORD’s answers to the questions therein were reviewed 
with WOFFORD to ensure his responses were accurate and correct to 
the best of his knowledge and recollection. 


WOFFORD advised that he has never had any personal or 
business credit issues which could be considered a financial 
problem. WOFFORD has never had any item repossessed, has never 
had a debt placed for collection, has never been the subject of a 
tax lien, has never had any delinquent student loans, and has 
never filed for bankruptcy. 


WOFFORD advised that to his knowledge, he is current on 
all federal, state, and local tax obligations. He has never made 
a back payment of any such tax. WOFFORD stated that his wife, 
EMMY LOU LINDREN WOFFORD, worked as a consultant for the 
UNIVERSITY OF PENNSYLVANIA, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania (PA), in 
1989, 1990, and 1991. WOFFORD explained that his wife worked on 
the celebration for the 250th Anniversary of the UNIVERSITY OF 
PENNSYLVANIA. Initially, she worked as a consultant, but when 
the individual chosen to be the head or Director of the 250th 
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Anniversary did not take the position, WOFFORD’s wife became the 
Director and ran the celebration. In 1991, WOFFORD’s wife’s tax 
consultant advised that it was his opinion that she did not owe 
Philadelphia City wage tax on her earnings from the UNIVERSITY OF 
PENNSYLVANIA. WOFFORD’s tax lawyer reviewed this situation and 
advised that WOFFORD’s wife’s earnings from the UNIVERSITY OF 
PENNSYLVANIA could be subject to Philadelphia City wage taxes. 
WOFFORD’s tax lawyer recommended paying the tax, even though 
WOFFORD’s wife initially accepted work as a consultant. 


WOFFORD stated that in 1991, his wife paid Philadelphia 
city wage tax to the City of Philadelphia for the tax years of 
1989 and 1990. She paid $5,499, plus interest and penalties of 
$165. WOFFORD advised that his wife’s wage tax for 1991 was paid 
on time. 


WOFFORD has never been the subject of a civil suit, 
either as a plaintiff or defendant, including divorce, as a 
result of his "personal actions." WOFFORD stated that he has 
been named in civil proceedings, as a result of certain positions 
he has held. He explained that as Secretary of the DEPARTMENT OF 
LABOR AND INDUSTRY for the State of Pennsylvania, he was named in 
several proceedings, pro-forma, although none with any personal 
liabilities. On occasion, an employee for the DEPARTMENT OF 
LABOR AND INDUSTRY believed that he or she had been wrongfully 
discharged for "cause," and would file a suit naming the 
Secretary for the DEPARTMENT OF LABOR AND INDUSTRY. In most 
cases, the suits were settled without the need of WOFFORD 
providing testimony or appearing in court. 


WOFFORD recalled one case which did require his 
testimony in court. This case involved the HYRAM G. ANDREWS 
CENTER FOR PEOPLE WITH DISABILITIES in Johnston, PA. This suit 
was brought by the PUBLIC LAW CENTER in Philadelphia, PA, against 
the OFFICE OF VOCATIONAL AND REHABILITATION. The OFFICE OF 
VOCATIONAL AND REHABILITATION is under the DEPARTMENT OF LABOR 
AND INDUSTRY and therefore as Secretary, WOFFORD was named. 
WOFFORD explained that the HYRAM G. ANDREWS CENTER FOR PEOPLE 
WITH DISABILITIES was and is a school established to educate and 
to provide job training for the disabled. The suit was brought 
to challenge the fact that the school provided assistance only to 
the disabled. 
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This case was heard in United States District Court of 
the Middle District of Pennsylvania (MDPA). WOFFORD advised that 
the judge ruled that the school could continue providing services 
for the disabled. 


WOFFORD stated that in connection with his 1991 and 
1994 Senatorial campaigns, his campaign committee, Citizens for 
WOFFORD, has been involved in several federal election commission 
proceedings. 


In 1991, the late Senator JOHN HEINZ, Pennsylvania, 
Gied in an aircraft accident, leaving a Senate vacancy. Under 
Pennsylvania State law, the Pennsylvania Governor called for a 
special election. The Pennsylvania State Democratic Committee 
nominated WOFFORD as a candidate to fill HEINZ’ vacancy. The 
Democratic Committee decided not to cartify WOFFORD’s nomination 
until the State Republican Committee certified its nominee in 
August of 1991. WOFFORD explained that the Democratic Committee 
believed that by cartifying its nominee at the same time the 
Republic Committee cartified its nominee, neither party would be 
at a disadvantage concerning campaign contributions. 


In a normal election with a primary, all candidates can 
raise campaign contributions from an individual of $1,000 prior 
to the primary and an additional $1,000 following the primary. 
WOFFORD stated that in the special election of 1991, the 
Democratic Committee did not want to penalize its nominee 
(WOFFORD) concerning campaign contributions by certifying his 
nomination prior to the certification of the Republican nominee. 
The Republican Committee was not going to certify its nominee 
until August of 1991 and the Democratic Committee considered it 
fair to all to set August of 1991: as its certification date, even 
though WOFFORD was basically chosen in June of 1994. 


The Republican Committee filed a complaint alleging 
that the Democratic Committee had chosen its nominee in June of 
1994 and therefore all campaign contributions prior to the 
‘primary" should end in June of 1994 and not August of 1994. 
WOFFORD stated that this matter was a “technical issue" because 


there was no primary election, only a special election. 


The FEDERAL ELECTION COMMISSION (FEC) ruled in the fall 
of 1994 that the effective date for the Democratic Primary was 
June, the time of the State Committee meeting and not August. 
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Any contributions made after June had to be designated and 
counted with the provisions related to "general" election funds. 
The FEC suggested that $100,000 be paid to cover the campaign 
money received from June of 1991 until August of 1991. The 
Democratic Committee declined to accept the FEC offer, believing 
that payment would indicate an acknowledgement of guilt. 


Citizens for WOFFORD filed suit in United States 
District Court of the District of Columbia in December of January 
of 1994. This suit, Citizens for WOFFORD versus the FEC, was 
filed to appeal the FEC ruling. The FEC filed suit in federal 
court in the MDPA, FEC versus Citizens for Senator WOFFORD, to 
have the Democratic Committee held to the original ruling found 
by the FEC in the fall of 1994. WOFFORD stated that the 
Democratic Committee filed in the District of Columbia because 
the FEC and the Democratic Committee’s attorneys are located in 
that District. WOFFORD did not know why the FEC filed its suit 
in the MDPA. WOFFORD related that of 
the PERKINS COIE LAW FIRM in Washington, D.C., telephone number 
(202) 628-6600, is the attorney handling the suit for the 
Citizens for WOFFORD. He suggested that she can provide 
additional details, if needed. 


In connection with WOFFORD’s Senate race in 1994, the 
Pennsylvania State Republican Committee filed a complaint with 
the FEC against the Pennsylvania State Democratic Committee. The 
Committee, Citizens for WOFFORD, was made a party to this 


complaint. The Republican Committee complained that work 
performed by[ | Sunder contract with 
the Democratic Committee, and paid for by the Democratic _ 
Committee, actually assisted WOFFORD’s campaign. The Republican 
Committee wanted WOFFORD’s campaign to pay for the services. 
WOFFORD stated that the Democratic Committee had had a long 
standing contract with and that the Citizens 
for WOFFORD had their own separate consulting contract with 

WOFFORD advised that all work performed for 
the Citizens for WOFFORD was paid for by the Citizens for WOFFORD 
and not by the Democratic Committee. 


WOFFORD advised that after reviewing this complaint, 
the FEC dismissed it in April of 1995. 
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WOFFORD stated that in 1968, at the Democratic National 
Convention in Chicago, Illinois (IL), he was arrested for 
disorderly conduct. WOFFORD attended the Convention with others, 
hoping to get SARGENT SHRIVER picked as the Vice Presidential 
candidate. WOFFORD advised that he did not attend the 1968 
Convention to protest the Vietnam War. 


At the Convention, WOFFORD viewed the Vietnam War 
protestors get "out of line" and had also witnessed the police 
"go wild" against the protestors. WOFFORD and others marched in 
a peaceful vigil against police violence. WOFFORD was quietly 
arrested on August 29, 1968, with approximately 79 others, and 
was charged with disorderly conduct for having failed to obey a 
lawful order of disbursal. WOFFORD posted a $50 bond and pleaded 
not guilty. Many of the others who had also been arrested and 
charged with disorderly conduct forfeited their bonds. WOFFORD 
asked for a jury trial and after several postponements, his case 
was dismissed. 


WOFFORD explained that in 1968, he was an attorney and 
aid not want to plead guilty to a charge of disorderly conduct. 
WOFFORD stated that efforts had been made to keep the vigil 
orderly and law abiding and he did not want to plead guilty when 
he was innocent. WOFFORD has not been involved in any other 
criminal matters, either as a suspect or subject. 


WOFFORD advised that he has never been denied 
employment, dismissed from any employment, or left any employment 
under unfavorable circumstances. WOFFORD has never been denied a 
security clearance by any agency within the United States 
Government. 


WOFFORD has travelled abroad extensively and has lived 
in Ethiopia when he was with the PEACE CORPS. As a 
representative of the PEACE CORPS, WOFFORD had numerous dealings 
with representatives of foreign countries in an official 
capacity. 


WOFFORD has made two or possibly three trips to Kenya 
and has been to Uganda. WOFFORD has also made several trips to 
South America as a Board Member of the United States - South 
Africa Leader Exchange Program (USSALEP). WOFFORD’s association 
with USSALEP has resulted in his contact with many leaders and 
représentatives of South Africa. WOFFORD also travelled to India 
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and co~authored a book, India Afire (1951), with his wife. 
WOFFORD also spent ten days in Moscow for the Arms Control 
Conference in August of 1984. 


In 1957, an article written by WOFFORD, urging student 
leaders in the United States to attend the World Youth Festival 
in Moscow was published in The New Republic magazine (July 15, 
1957). WOFFORD stated that he had covered a previous World Youth 
Festival in Prague, Czechoslovakia in 1947. WOFFORD covered the 
festival for the New York Herald Tribune. WOFFORD stated that in 
Prague, he had been disappointed in the group of students who 
were present representing the United States. WOFFORD explained 
that the small group from the United States did not appear to be 
a representative sampling of American students, but instead 
appeared to be a somewhat fanatical group, "Skewed in Favor of 
the Left Wing." WOFFORD hoped that through his article a more 
representative cross-section of United States students might 
attend the next World Youth Festival which just happened to be in 
Moscow. 


Following the release of his article in The New 
Republic, WOFFORD received a telephone call 
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WOFFORD stated that he 
lunch together approximately two times. 


WOFFORD stated that he also has a

his wife visited the psychologist approximately six times over a 
three month period. 


WOFFORD stated that in approximately 1984, his wife 
believed that WOFFORD was spending an inordinate amount of time 
on political campaigns and causes, from which WOFFORD did not 
receive any monetary compensation. WOFFORD explained that he had 
requested that his law firm allow him to use half of his total 
billable hours to work on non-reimbursable personal activities. 
WOFFORD worked on political campaigns and his idea of "National 
Service." During this time period, WOFFORD was extremly busy 
and was unable to contribute his fair share of the required 
family duties. In addition, his salary was effectively reduced 
by half. 


WOFFORD and his wife did not find the counseling to be 
helpful, although it allowed a somewhat structured channel to air 
their concerns. WOFFORD advised that at about this time, his 
efforts returned more to his law practice, providing WOFFORD with 
additional income and more time to be with his family. WOFFORD 
described his present day marriage to be good and strong. He 
stated that he and his wife have been married 46 years. 
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WOFFORD advised that he has never sold or purchased any 
illegal drugs, including marihuana. WOFFORD stated that in the 
late 1960’s, he did try a marihuana cigarette on one occasion. 
WOFFORD explained that when he was the President at the STATE 
UNIVERSITY OF NEW YORK AT OLD WESTBURY on Long Island, New York 
(NY), he and the university had a policy of no drug use on the 
campus. WOFFORD added that an “academic type" (WOFFORD declined 
to provide his name) was on campus espousing marihuana use. This 
individual tempted WOFFORD to try marihuana. WOFFORD declined 
and asked the individual to leave the university. Later in 
California, WOFFORD was in a social setting with the same 
individual and the person goaded WOFFORD into trying a marihuana 
cigarette, saying that WOFFORD was not on campus at WESTBURY. 
WOFFORD advised that he attempted to inhale the smoke from the 
marihuana cigarette, but was unable to do so. WOFFORD stated 
that this incident occurred at the unnamed individual’s home and 
the only people present were WOFFORD and the individual. WOFFORD 
stated that he has not used illegal drugs on any other occasion. 


WOFFORD also stated that he has never abused 
prescription drugs or alcohol. WOFFORD advised that he has not 
been involved in any organization which advocates the use of 
force to overthrow the United States Government and he has not 
had any involvement, either personally or through assistance, in 
the commission of sabotage, espionage, or terrorism. 


WOFFORD advised he is unaware of anything which could, 
would, or should prevent him from receiving a position with the 
United States Government. 


WOFFORD is a member of the Sunday Breakfast Club of 
Philadelphia. The club is comprised of executives and V.I.P.’s 
who gather to discuss public affairs. The club meets monthly on 
Wednesday evenings at the Union League in Philadelphia, PA. 
WOFFORD estimated that he attends one or two meetings per year. 


WOFFORD stated that ever since he joined in the 1970’s, 
the club has had both minorities and women as members.

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Interviews 


Twenty-two persons, consisting of current and former 
superiors and colleagues, neighbors, references, professional 
associates, and social acquaintances, were interviewed. They 
provided favorable comments concerning Mr. Wofford's character, 
associates, reputation, and loyalty. 


All persons interviewed during the course of this 
background investigation stated they are unaware of any illegal 
drug use or alcohol abuse by Mr. Wofford, nor have they ever 
known him to exhibit any type of bias or prejudice against any 
class of citizen or any type of religious, racial or ethnic 
group. They also commented that they believe Mr. Wofford lives 
within his financial means. All persons interviewed recommended 
him for a position of trust and responsibility.

A search of NEXIS, a computerized news retrieval 
service, disclosed no pertinent information concerning 
Mr. Wofford. 


In a routine interview conducted during the course of 
this background investigation, Mr. Wofford stated he has never 
personally been the subject of a civil suit; however, he has been 
named in civil proceedings, as a result of his official position 
in his former employments. 


Mr. Wofford stated that in 1991, the late Senator John 
Heinz of Pennsylvania died in an aircraft accident, leaving a 
United States Senate vacancy. Under Pennsylvania State law, the 
Governor called for a special election. In June, 1991, the 
Pennsylvania State Democratic Committee (PSDC) nominated 
Mr. Wofford as a candidate, but decided not to certify his 
nomination until the State Republican Committee (SRC) certified 
their nominee in August, 1991, so that neither party would be at 
a disadvantage concerning campaign contributions. In a normal 
primary election, all candidates can accept individual campaign 
contributions of $1,000 prior to the primary and an additional 
$1,000 following the primary. Mr. Wofford stated that in this 
special election the PSDC did not want to penalize Mr. Wofford's 
campaign contributions by certifying his nomination prior to the 
certification of the Republican nominee. The SRC filed a 
complaint alleging that the PSDC had chosen its nominee in June 
and, therefore, all campaign contributions prior to the primary 
should end in June and not August. Mr. Wofford commented that 
this was a technical issue because there was no primary election, 
only a special election. The FEC ruled that the effective date 
was June, not August, and any contributions made after June had 
to be designated and counted with the general election funds. 
The FEC suggested that the PSDC pay $100,000 to cover the 
campaign money received between June and August, which the PSDC 
Committee declined to accept as they believed that such a payment 
would be an acknowledgement that they had done something wrong. 


Citizens for Wofford subsequently filed suit in 
January, 1994, to appeal the FEC ruling. The suit was filed in 
Washington, D.C., because the FEC and the PSDC's attorneys are 
located there. The FEC then filed suit in the Middle District of 
Pennsylvania to have the_PSDC hel o the original ruling. 
Mr. Wofford stated er ean EE handling the suit for b6

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Mr. Wofford also stated that in connection with his 
Senate race in 1994, the PSRC filed a complaint with the FEC 
against the PSDC, to which the Citizens for Wofford was made a 


party. The Republican Committee complained that the work

the Democratic Committee and paid for by the Democratic 
Committee, actually assisted Mr. Wofford in his campaign and the 
PSRC wanted Mr. Wofford's campaign to pay for the services. bé6 
Mr. Wofford stated that both the Democratic State Committee and bic 
the Citizens for Wofford had separate consulting contracts with 
and that all the work performed for 
the Citizens for Wofford was paid for by the Citizens for Wofford 
committee, not by the Democratic Committee. Mr. Wofford advised 
that the FEC dismissed this complaint after the election. 


attorney, Perkins Coie Law Firm, 
Washington, D.C., advised that Mr. Wofford's information was 
correct and that the 1991 lawsuit was based on a technical legal 
issue. The PSRC complained to the FEC that the timing of the 
Democratic Convention coincided with the Republican's Committee 


scheduled date for announcing their nominee. stated 
that once a candidate is declared and nominated by the primary, b6 
the candidate cannot receive primary election contributions, only b7C 


general election funds. Based on the FEC decision, the Citizens 
for Wofford filed an appeal in Washington, D.C. The FEC then 
filed in Pennsylvania and the case was dropped in Washington, 
D.C., in deference to the FEC lawsuit filed in Pennsylvania. The 
case will not be settled for several months and the issue is 
based only on the interpretation of the law and_does not reflect 
on the honesty of Mr. Wofford or his campaign.

Records of the U.S. District Court, Middle District of 
Pennsylvania, Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, indicated that on 
December 20, 1994, the FEC filed suit against the Citizens for 
Senator Wofford for failure to comply. The case is pending. (It 
should be noted that a check of FEC records has not been 
completed. ) 
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Mr. Wofford further commented that in 1968 he attended 
the Democratic National Convention in Chicago, Illinois. While 
at the Convention, he observed police violence against the 
protestors of the Vietnam War. He and others marched ina 
peaceful vigil against the police violence and he, along with 79 
others, were quietly arrested for failing to disperse. 

Mr. Wofford pled not guilty, requested a jury trial and, after 
several postponements, his case was dismissed. 


Mr. Wofford stated that in 1957, an article that he had 
written urging student leaders in the United States to attend the 
World Youth Festival in Moscow was published. Following the 
release of this article, he received a telephone call from an

Mr. Wofford also advised that he has a friend, who is

Mr. Wofford stated that_he and his wife received 
marriage counseling in 1984 from Mr. Wofford's 
wife believed that he was spending an inordinate amount of time 
on political campaigns and causes, for which he did not receive 
any monetary compensation.

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Mr. Wofford advised that he tried a marijuana cigarette 
in a social setting in the late 1960's. He has never used any 
other illegal drug, has never sold or purchased any illegal drug, 
and has never abused prescription drugs or alcohol.

Mr. Wofford or his close relatives, except the following: 


Mr. Wofford was the subject of two FBI 
background investigations, the most recent 
having been conducted in 1966 in connection 
with an unspecified Presidential appointment. 
This investigation disclosed that Mr. Wofford 
was interested in civil rights matters fora 
number of years and, although he had attended 
conferences which had communist influence, he 
was considered a loyal American. 
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FBI files also indicate that Mr. Wofford was 
the subject of an Anti-Riot investigation 
conducted by the FBI in 1968. The 
investigation was predicated upon his arrest 
in 1968 by the Chicago, Illinois, Police 
Department. Mr. Wofford was part of a large 
demonstration around the Democratic National 
Convention. The group failed to obey a 
police order to disperse and Mr. Wofford was 
subsequently arrested and charged with 
disorderly conduct. The Assistant U.S. 
Attorney declined prosecution it was not a 
prosecutable violation. 


It should be noted that results of the above indices 
searches reveal only data entered into those indices as of the 
date each was searched.

Records of the Federal Election Commission (FEC), 
Washington, D.C., disclosed four cases involving Mr. Wofford's 
bid for the United States Senate. The first complaint was filed 
in September, 1992, by against Harris Wofford, 
the Pennsylvania Association of Broadcasters, and others. 

alleged that a violation had occurred because the 
broadcasters had produced and distributed a program that declared 
Mr. Wofford as a candidate for the United States Senate in the 
1991 special elections held in Pennsylvania. cited 

‘that anything of value made for the purpose of influencing any 
election for Federal office was considered to be a contribution 
and, therefore, he considered the broadcaster's program to be a 
contribution to Mr. Wofford's campaign. On July 20, 1993, the 
FEC decided to take no action against the complaint and the case 
was closed.
